H ie secretary, keeping In close 
touch with Eisenhower, met tor 
J i» hours w ith ll key member* of 
Congress at the State Department.

Cement Blocks 
Used For 
Sturdy Steps, 


MOST HOME owner* are sadly 
aware that outside wood steps re­ 
quire constant maintenance, and 
are expensive thing* to replace In 
masonry. 
Usually a sot of step* will be re­ 
placed in bt irk or a form will ta 
built and filled with concrete to 
furnish a solid set. Both jobs re ­ 
el uire a considerable am ount of 
skill on the part of the home own­ 
er or a substantial outlay in cash. 
Almost any unskilled person Dan 
build a substantial set of steps 
with cement blocks by following 
these directions: 
The first step is to take accurate 
measurements so that the exact 
number of steps can ta decided 
upon. Usually, th** number of block 
steps will equal the number of pre­ 
sen wood .steps, but in some cases 
the old risers may ta le's than the 
height of a block, or the tread of 
the old steps deeper than the top 
of a block. Therefore the first es­ 
sential is to settle upon the correct 
dimensions. When this is done, it 
is a good idea to make a rough 
drawing to follow-. 
The actual work stai ts with lay­ 
ing nut a plain wood form about 
four inches high which is filled 
with concrete and furnishes the 
slab or the foundation for the 
blocks. The second step, after the 
slab has set. is to lay the blocks in 
regular steps. 
Spaces may 
ta 
loft 
between 
them, to present any depth from 
front edge lo nark desired. The 
holes in the blocks are filled with 
w'et. wadded paper and plastered 
over with concrete. 


Coach Black Finish
